"0 and 
Or-:. 1. The primary object of this 
movement among the teachers is to 
establish a State retirement fund for 
old and worn-out teachers, and the 
next legislature will he asked to pass 
a. bill which will place our State in 
line with such States a» Rhode Island. 
N- w Jersey, .Alar\land. -Massachusetts 
ar.d others which have recognized the 
leal \\orth of the teaching profession 
and aie rewarding it accordingly. Be- 
lieving that public schools should be 
a matte" ut public interest and con- 
cern the teachers ask the papers of the 
county to assist in this movement. 


Ai! agree that the real function of 


our public schools is to train child- 
hood and \outh for its proper place in 
lilt. Schools should be organized and 
administered 
not primarily for the 


convenience of teachers or the comfort 
of taxpayers, but for the uplift of so- 
ciety. Keeping this in view it is no 
argument to urge a retirement fund 
because teachers want it or because 
teachers need it. There are four co- 
gent reasons why our schools and the 
best interests of parents, taxpayers 
and patrons themselves demand it. 


First—Teachers of the largest abil- 


ity are every year being drawn away 
from the school service in which they 
have proven their high capacity to en- 
ter on more remunerative fields of en- 
deavor. To continue serving our chil- 
dren is to accept an old age of depend- 
ence or privation. To enter upon the 
new fielo of work i? to receive rewards 
large enougn to enable them to make 
provision for their declining years. 
The teacher does not receive, nor is 
she ever likely to receive, compensa- 
tion ample enough to permit such pro-' 
•vision. Unless we would see the edu- 
cation of our children turned over to 
second-rate women or third-rate men, 
we must provide the rewards that 
would permit our ablest teachers to 
consecrate their lives to ihe service of 
our schools. 1 submit that for this 
reason alone it is the duty and inter- 
est of every parent and every patriot 
to aid in securing honorable and ade- 
quate pensions for teachers. 


Second—The efficiency of an army 


always depends upon the character of 
the recruiting department. The great 
army of teachers should always at- 
tract many ot the brightest and ablest 
young men and women who year by 
year graduate from our leading edu- 
cational institutions. Nay. the service 
should be so treated as to attract 
young men and wometi of character 
and brains to prepare for it as an 
honored and honorable profession. The 
current rewards of the teacher are so 
grossly inadequate that the very ma- 
terial we most need in our schools, is 
toeing diverted to other callings. 


Even if salaries should be increas- 


ed to the highest point for which we 
have any reason to hope, they would 
still be too small to permit the laying 
by of a competence for old age. Young 
men and women of high attainments 
see this, and carefully avoid the teach- 
ing profession. A guaranty that faith- 
ful service of our schools for a term 
of years would insure in age the mod- 
est independence and leisure for stady 
Ihat many an aspiring scholar most 
desires, would win rich recruits for 
our educational army. Can there be 
any doubt of the wisdom and the ex- 
pediency of instituting honorable pen- 
sions as a means' to this needed re-en- 
forcement of our schools? 


Third—There are in many of our 


schools men and women with the larg- 
est capacity for growth, who are earn- 
ing 
unusually good salaries 
from 


which they are laying by a fund to 
take care of themselves in old age. To 
do this they are compelled to deny 
themselves the opportunity to travel, 
the time to study, the ownership of 
i>ook>:, and the change of scene for 
bodily rest that are essential to the 
life and growth of an inspiring teach- 
er. How a retirement pension would 
change all this, and enable such men 
and women to multiply their own pow- 
ers, 
simulate and refine their associ- 


ates to the blessing of the boys and 
girls! 


Fifth—In thousands of the older 


cities and towns of our union there 
are teachers who have practically 
worn themselves out in the service of 
our schools. From periods of from 
twenty-five to forty-five years they 
ha^p spared no power ot heart and 
brain in loving ami consecrated devo- 
tion of their lives to the lives of boys 
ancl girls. They aiv body-tired, heart- 
sore, and brain-weary, with a frequen- 
cy that is .monizing to witness. They 
have been able 10 save little or noth 
ins. They cannot see that it is their 
dutv to retire to privation o'- to chari- 
ty. Xo offirh'l has the criminal cour- 
age and hardness of heart to turn 
them oin tr> alms and starvation. 
As

for their confinement bv the communi- 
ty a- hard labor in the schoolroom.

The act of congress approved June 


25 last, providing for the payment of 
pensions to old soldiers and their wid- 
ows during the fiscal year ending June 
30 next, has the following with regard 
to the new duties of the rural carri- 
ers: 


That hereafter, in addition to the of- 


ficers now authorized to administer 
oaths in such cases, rural free delivery 
carriers of the United States are here- 
by required, empowered and authoriz- j 
ed to administer any and all oaths re- 
quired to be made by pensioners and 
their witnesses in the execution of 
their vouchers, with like effect and 
force as officers having a seal; and 
they are authorized to charge and re- 
ceive for each voucher not exceeding 
25 cents to be paid by the pensioner. 


The carriers are, however, notaries 


only so far as postoffice business is 
concerned, they having no power to 
administer oaths or transact other 
business of a notary public that does 
not concern the department. They 
will execute the pension vouchers of 
the veterans at their doors for each 
quarter, saving them a vast deal of 
time and trouble, and will also be au- 
thorized to accept affidavits regarding 
lost articles and such other business 
as refers primarily to the postal ser- 
vice.

A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


twenty-six of article five of the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof:— 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:— 


Section 26. All laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly and 
efficient administration of justice.

Dispersing With Algebra. 


Chicago is leading the country these 


days in reforming the curriculum of 
the public schools. It has just kick- 
ed out algebra and a loi of arithmetic, 
compound interest, for instance. The 
effort is being made to teach the chil 
dren only those things which are like- 
ly to be useful to them and which 
they are pretty certain to remember. 


For this reason history is being 


taught in new fashion. A child is no 
longer marked upon its knowledge of 
the number of men killed in particu- 
lar features in our history, which are 
of no importance now. In most of the 
school histories a large amount of 
space is given to colonial times, cus- 
toms of the Indians, etc. 


Ten pages at most will give the sali-

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
the courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the 


Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 


of Pennsylvania be. and the sam« Is 
Hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof: — 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section '> In the county of Philadel- 


phia all the jurisdiction and powers 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shall be in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
fhe, biit the number of said courts may 
be by law inc; eased, from time to time, 
and shall be in like manner designated 
by successive numbers. The number 
of judges in any of said courts, or in 
any count v where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
three, such three iudijes shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
said, which shall be 
numbered as 


aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which any suit shall be thus assigned, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law.

In the county of Allegheny all the! 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in I 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
the first day of January succeeding 
its adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 


in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 
Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed' value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
•r debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise 
indebted: provided, 


That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

VITAL PROCESSES OF PLANTS 


Many Respects in Which Their "Blood" 


Is the Same as That of the 


Animals. 


The blood of plants is like the blood 


ot animals. The red cheeks of apples 
and those of the children are produced 
by entirely similar 
processes and 


blood is not peculiar to the animal 
kingdom. And this truth was discov- 
ered by popular instinct long before it 
was discovered by science. 


The farmer gives the name bleeding 


to the education of sap from 
cut 


stems, branches and roots, and wine 
is called the "blood of the grape," a 
designation which acquires new sig- 
nificance in the light of modern re- 
search. It has long been recognized 
that no sharp boundary line can be 
drawn between the animal and vegeta- 
ble kingdoms and that the cleft which 
seemed to separate them was artifi- 
cial. 


It is now certain that a complete un- 


derstanding of the vital processes of 
plans cannot be gained without refer- 
ence to those of animals. It is well 
known, for example, that the process 
of respiration is essentially the same 
in animals and plants, both of which 
absorb oxygen and 
exhale 
carbon- 


dioxide formed by the 
oxidation or 


combustion of food and 
bodily sub- 


stance. 


Prof. Palladin of St. Petersburg re- 


cently discovered that this identity 
extends to the details and successive 
stages of the respiratory process. The 
respiration of plants, as in animals, is 
accomplished by successive 
stages. 


The complex foodstuffs are split up by 
the 
agency 
of 
substance 
called 


enzymes without the aid of oxygen. 
Different combination of atmospheric 
oxygen 
with colorless 
substances 


called chromogens, which are 
thus 


converted into pigments. 


By the deoxidizing action of the liv- 


ing cell the pigments are again re- 
duced to chromogens and the oxygen 
thus liberated attacks the substances 
derived from the 
complex 
foodstuffs 


and converts them into carbon-dioxide 
and water, the final products of nor- 
mal respiration. 


The process and its various stages 


are identical in plants and in animals. 
The similarity of the vegetable chro- 
mogens to the substances which serve 
as reservoirs and vehicles of oxygen in 
the blood of animals appears more 
clearly if we compare the former not 
with the substances of higher animals, 
but with those cf the blood of insects, 
and crustaceans, which is colorless, 
except 
when 
oxidized. 
In 
general 


plants more closely resemble the low- 
er than the higher animals. Hence 
Palladin calls the cell sap the blood of 
piants.

No. 74, Loyal Order of Moose, of 
which he is past director; Knights of 
Columbus and Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians. At the great Irish convention 
that was held in Chicago in 1895, over 
which 
John Finerty 
presided, Mr. 


Greevy was one of the secretaries and 
tool-: an active interest in its deliber- 
ations. He is also a member of the 
Froshinn society, the Concorrtia so- 
ciety and Turn Verein, all of which are 
German organizations in Altoona. and 
takes an active part in their affairs. 


His Early Career. 


In 1871 Mr. Greevy entered the of- 


fice of Samuel J. Morrison, in Wil- 
liamsport, as a law student, but in 
1873 
moved to Altoona, where he fin- 


ished his law studies with the firm 
of Tierney £• Brumbaugh, leading at- 
torneys of Blair county, and was ad- 
mitted to the Blair county bar on Jan. 
29, 187). 
He 
immediately entered 


upon the practice of law, and when 
the firm of Tierney & Brumbaugh was 
dissolved, Mr. Greevy became a part- 
ner of Mr. Tierney.

sea, whose name and fame is one of

:un^ county. Mary Jemisou was born 
on the ocean between Ireland and 
Philadelphia in 1742. Her parents set- 
tled at the head waters of Marsh 
Crtfck in the Buchanan Valley. 
Ai, 


this point in 1775 her family was mas 
sacred by the Indians and Mar> Jemi 
?ou, tiier. twelve years of age was car- 
ried off by the Indians. She 
was 


adopted by them, grew up among 
tht-m. was twice married to chiefs, and 
lived to a great age, dying in 1833 at 
the age of 91 years. She was faithful 
to her adopted kin, loved and respected 
by both the red and while people, and 
oltt'n acted as peacemaker between 
them. Once when a little more than 
a j;:rl, she trudged from Ohio to the 
Geuesee Valley. 500 miles through the 
unbroken forest with her baby on her 
oaek, suffering many hardships. 


Many years ago it was proposed to 


c-rect a statue to her memory and to 
Biinh-Brown, sculptor, was given the 
order for the statue erected on Sun- 
day. The statue of heroic size, repre- 
sents a young white woman dressed 
in Indian costume with her half Indi- 
ai child upon her back, representing 
J.lary Jemison when she made thai 
great test of courage .and endurance 
01 her 500 mile tramp.

"Don't let's put too much blame on 


the farmers." says State Health- Com- 
missioner 
Dixon 
in 
discussing 
the 


question ot a pure milk supply, a 
problem that is troubling so many 
municipalities throughout Pennsylva- 
nia. 


"As an old farmer myself who has 


led the reapers around the wheat 
field, swinging a crauie ana then in 
the evening milking my snare or the 
cows 1 am naturally lavorable to the 
dairy farmer, but it is the close study 
of actual conditions that convinces me 
that the first disease germs often, per- 
Laps most frequently, get into the milk 
after it has passed out of the farmer's 
control. 


"The farmer appreciates more today 


than ever the necessity of keeping 
milk 
clean. 
He 
knows that 
if it 


reaches the market sweet and pure 
the demand will be increased. He is 
up against a difficult task to make 
money out of his milk dairy when he 
has to constantly buy new cattle to 
take the place of those that have 
gone dry, become sick or died 


Dairyman's Problems. 


"He must produce or purchase food 


for them, keep up the stable, pay his 
help, constantly replenlsn nis supply 
of pans, buckets, etc., and haul this 
milk over all kinds of roads, through 
all sorts of weather and then receive 
for all this 4 or 4^ cents a quart from 
the dealer. 


"The- milk often begins to receive 


pollution on the railroad, when an at- 
tendant takes off the lid of a milk can, 
helps himself to a drink and then re- 
places the lid, drippings of milk which 
have reached his lips going back into 
the can. 


"Does this sound like an exaggera- 


tion? 
Let me cite you a case 
I re- 


member a baggagemaster who once 
called upon me tor medical advice. 
I 


found him suffering with pulmonary 
tuberculosis. When 1 advised hi:n to 
drink plenty of milk he informed me 
that he was drinking a great deal of 
it. He said he hauled milk in his bag- 
gage car and that he was in the habit 
of drinking out of the lids of the cans.

"The national and state governments

«nd burial. Samuel J. TSlden. in a 
speech before the New York state 
Democratic convention in 1871, said 
that 'The creed of the Democratic 
party was comprised in two ideas: 
First, to limit as much as possible al! 
governmental power, enlarging every- 
where the domain of individual judg- 
ment and action; and secondly, to 
throw back the governmental powers 
necessary to be exercised as much as 
possible upon the states and the local- 
ities, approaching in every case the 
individuals to be affected. The opposite 
ideas, to 
meddle with everything 


properly belonging to the individual 
and to centralize 
all 
governmental
